BASSADORS MOORE AND CLINGAN LOOK FORWARD TO MEETING OF SEPT 5 IN 
QUITO TO DISCUSS PLANS FOR NEW YORK MEETING. EMBASSY SHOULD IN- 
DICATE, HOWEVER, THAT WHILE WE ALSO LOOK EORWARD TO REVIEWING AND 
JOINING IN NOTE TO BE PRESENTED TO GALINDO-POHL, WE FEEL THAT IT 
MIGHT BE USEFUL THAT GALINDO-POHL BE CONTACTED PRIOR TO THAT TIME 
TO INFORM HIM OF THE TIMING OE THE MEETING IN VIEW OF HIS OWN 
SCHEDULING NEEDS. IN THAT CONNECTION, WE WONDER WHAT STEPS ECUA- 
DOR HAS TAKEN TO ALERT HIM AND, IE NO STEPS HAVE BEEN TAKEN, WHE- 
THER ECUADOR MIGHT JOIN US IN ALERTING GALINDO-POHL. 

2. EMBASSY SHOULD INDICATE TO ECUADOREANS OUR HOPE THAT AFTERNOON 
OF SEPT 5 AND MORNING OF SEPT 6 COULD BE KEPT FREE FOR ADDITIONAL 
WORK SESSIONS IF SUCH SESSIONS WOULD APPEAR USEFUL, ALTHOUGH THEY 
MAY NOT BE REQUIRED. MORNING OF SEPT 6 WOULD SEEM PARTICULARLY 
USEFUL SINCE IT WOULD GIVE ECUADOREANS TIME TO REACT TO US PROPO- 
SAL. 

3. UN SECRETARIAT IS MAKING PLANS EOR NEW YORK MEETING RUNNING 
FOR TWO WEEKS BEGINNING MONDAY, SEPT 29 AND WE HAVE AGREED TO THE 
SPECIFIC DATE WHICH SHOULD BE PASSED TO ECUADOREANS. APPARENTLY 
THERE MAY BE DIFFICULTY OBTAINING CONFERENCE FACILITIES DURING 
SECOND WEEK OF THIS TIME AND IT MIGHT BE HELPEUL IF ECUADOREANS 
COULD APPROACH PRESIDENT OF G.A. TO STRESS IMPORTANCE OF THESE 
CONSULTATIONS. 

4. EOR SANTIAGO: MOORE LOOKS FORWARD TO MEETINGS WITH CHILEAN 
OFEICIALS WHICH WILL COVER TUNA ISSUES AND ALSO STRAIT DISCUS- 
SIONS AS SUGGESTED BY AMB. ZEGERS WHOM AMB. MOORE MET WITH IN 
GENEVA. AS A RESULT DOD REP MAY ACCOMPANY MOORE TO SANTIAGO. 
MOORE SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE SEPT 7. 

5. EOR LIMA: MOORE MET YESTERDAY WITH ARIAS-SCHREIBER TO DISCUSS 
BOTH NEW YORK MEETING AND GENERAL TUNA QUESTION. SINCE ARIAS- 
SCHREIBER WILL REPRESENT PERU AT NEW YORK MEETING, THERE WOULD 
SEEM TO BE LITTLE POINT EOR CLINGAN TRIP TO LIMA. EMBASSY SHOULD 
THEREFORE CANCEL CLINGAN'S LIMA MEETING. 

6. EOR OTHO ESKIN: IF DEPARTMENT CONCURS, PLEASE INFORM POSTS 
ASAP. ALSO PLEASE INFORM AMB. ZEGERS IN GENEVA OF EXACT ARRIVAL 
AND DEPARTURE FLIGHTS FOR MOORE FROM SANTIAGO .DALE 
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
